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VALUE  OF  U.S.  SPICE 
IMPORTS  INCREASES

Summary 


The  value  of  U.S.  imports  of  specified  condiments  and  flavoring  materials  in 
1969  amounted  to  $66.0  million,  up  $3*3  million  over  the  year  before,  and 
was  well  above  the  1967  imports  of  $59*6  million.  High  prices  for  cassia, 
cinnamon,  ginger,  and  black  and  white  pepper  were  largely  responsible  for 
the  increase. 

The  black  and  white  pepper  market  was  very  active  during  1969*  New  York 
spot  Lampong  (Indonesian)  prices  soared  from  mid- August  quotations  of  35 
cents  per  pound  to  as  high  as  69  cents  per  pound  by  early  October,  reflect- 
ing a poor  Indonesian  harvest  together  with  heavy  speculative  buying  by 
Singapore  syndicates.  Prices  have  since  eased  with  Lampong  pepper  being 
quoted  at  about  57  cents  per  pound  as  of  early  March  1970.  The  sharp  rise 
in  prices  came  too  late  in  the  year  to  be  fully  reflected  in  1969  U.S. 
import  data. 

New  York  spot  prices  for  Bourbon  vanilla  in  1969  remained  steady  at  $5*50  to 
$5.60  per  pound,  but  imports  were  off  slightly  from  the  high  level  of  the 
year  before.  Imports  of  cardamon,  dill,  poppy,  celery  seeds  and  of  cloves 
declined  in  response  to  higher  prices  for  these  items.

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World  Trade  of  Specified  Spices 


Pepper — World  exports  of  black  and  white  pepper  (Piper  nigrum  L. ) in  1969 
were  below  the  1968  level  of  190  million  pounds  as  a result  of  smaller  ship- 
ments by  India  and  Indonesia.  Responding  to  reports  of  a sharply  reduced 
Indonesian  crop.  New  York  spot  Lampong  (Indonesian)  black  pepper  prices 
soared  from  mid-August  quotations  of  35  cents  per  pound  to  as  high  as  69 
cents  per  pound  by  early  October.  Heavy  speculative  buying  by  Singapore 
syndicates  also  contributed  considerably  to  the  sharp  rise  in  prices.  Prices 
have  since  eased  with  Lampong  pepper  being  quoted  at  around  57  cents  per 
pound  as  of  early  March  1970. 

India’s  exports  for  1969  are  expected  to  total  considerably  under  the  1968 
shipments  of  54.7  million  pounds . Exports  during  the  first  7 months  of  1969 
were  only  21.2  million  pounds  compared  with  36.9  million  during  the  similar 
1968  period.  Exports  for  1970  should  increase  due  to  a larger  I969-7O 
(November-October)  harvest  and  to  a growing  demand  by  importing  countries 
because  of  reduced  supplies  from  Indonesia. 

The  USSR  was  the  largest  market  for  India’s  exports  in  1968  and  took  27. 7 
million  pounds,  or  approximately  one-half  of  total  exports.  Shipments  to 
the  United  States  again  were  at  very  low  levels  and  amounted  to  only  2.2 
million  pounds  because  U.S.  importers  continued  to  buy  heavily  from  Indonesia. 
From  the  January- July  1969  exports,  7.2  million  pounds  went  to  the  USSR  and 
only  864,200  pounds  to  the  United  States.  For  calendar  year  1969,  U.S. 
imports  from  India  totaled  2.9  million  pounds  compared  with  2.6  million 
during  the  previous  year. 

Indian  pepper  prices  have  also  risen  sharply.  New  York  spot  Malabar  prices 
rose  from  43  cents  per  pound  as  of  mid-August  to  over  70  cents  per  pound  by 
early  October.  Early  March  1970  prices  were  quoted  at  around  57  cents  per 
pound. 

Indonesian  exports  in  1968,  at  50.3  million  pounds,  fell  39  percent  from  the 
previous  year . Total  shipments  for  1969  are  expected  to  be  even  smaller  as 
a result  of  the  failure  of  the  lampong  crop,  which  was  damaged  by  drought 
conditions.  Exports  during  the  first  half  of  1969  have  totaled  only  l4 

million  pounds,  and  reduced  exports  have  been  estimated  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year. 

Indonesia’s  1968  exports  were  comprised  of  43.6  million  pounds  of  black 
pepper  and  6.7  million  pounds  of  white.  The  United  States  continued  to 
remain  the  major  terminal  market  for  Indonesian  pepper  with  imports  from 
that  country  totaling  38  million  pounds  in  1968  and  33  million  in  1969. 

ndonesian  export  data  for  1968  show  direct  shipments  to  the  United  States 
a 11  million  pounds;  31  million  to  Singapore;  3 million  to  the  Soviet  Union; 

. million  to  West  Germany;  and  other  3*1  million  pounds. 

^fP°re's  reexports  of  pepper  in  1968  increased  27  percent  over  1967  to 
t pounds  reflecting  the  resumption  of  shipments  from  Indonesia 

o e Singapore  entrepot  and  increased  supplies  from  Sarawak.  Most  of  the 
Indonesian  pepper  reexported  from  Singapore  is  destined  for  the  United  States. 
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Sarawak’s  exports  in  1968  were  a record  51  million  pounds  with  over  four- 
fifths  being  channeled  through  Singapore.  Shipments  during  the  first  4 
months  of  1969  totaled  13*8  million  pounds  compared  with  8.9  million  for  the 
corresponding  1968  period. 

Exports  from  Brazil  and  the  Malagasy  Republic  were  also  at  record  levels  in 
1968.  Shipments  from  Brazil  during  January-September  1969  were  20.6  million 
pounds  and  the  total  for  1969  will  easily  exceed  the  1968  record. 

Vanilla — World  vanilla  bean  exports  in  1968  totaled  2.9  million  pounds,  an 
increase  of  26  percent  over  the  previous  year’s  level  of  2.3  million  pounds. 
Although  exports  were  up  sharply  in  1968,  reflecting  a recovery  in  shipments 
by  the  Malagasy  Republic,  they  still  remained  under  the  1965  level  of  3*2 
million  pounds.  March  1970  New  York  spot  Bourbon  vanilla  bean  prices  range 
from  $5.50  to  $5* 80  per  pound  and  are  unchanged  from  a year  ago. 

Vanilla  exports  from  the  Malagasy  Republic  in  1968  totaled  2.1  million  pounds 
valued  at  $10.3  million  compared  with  only  1.47  million  pounds  valued  at 
$6.8  million  for  the  year  before.  The  sharp  rise  in  exports  was  due  to  a 
recovery  in  shipments  to  the  United  States,  where  importers  and  dealers  were 
replacing  stocks  that  had  undergone  considerable  reduction  during  the  previous 
2 years . The  Republic ' s exports  to  the  United  States  in  1968  amounted  to 
1.49  million  pounds  valued  at  $7.2  million--well  above  1967  shipments  of  0.93 
million  pounds.  Other  major  recipients  of  the  Republic’s  vanilla  exports  in 
1968  were  France  (348,327  pounds)  and  West  Germany  (233*688  pounds).  Exports 
for  the  first  9 months  of  1969  have  totaled  1.64  million  pounds  valued  at 
$8.0  million--up  from  1.42  million  pounds  valued  at  $6.8  million  during  the 
similar  1968  period. 

Mexico’s  exports  in  1968  amounted  to  118,103  pounds,  or  off  about  37*000 
pounds  from  1967  shipments.  The  United  States  remained  the  largest  market 
and  took  110,717  pounds  with  the  balance  going  to  Argentina  and  Japan.  March 
1970  New  York  spot  prices  for  Mexican  vanilla  range  from  $6.25  to  $6.50  per 
pound. 

U.S.  vanilla  imports  in  1969  were  1.90  million  pounds  valued  at  $9*1  million 
and  were  slightly  below  the  1968  level  of  2.16  million  pounds  valued  at  $9.8 
million. 

Cloves --Clove  exports  from  Tanzania  and  the  Malagasy  Republic--the  world’s 
largest  suppliers --in  1968  amounted  to  53 *2  million  pounds,  up  from  1967 
exports  of  50*6  million.  Shipments  from  the  Malagasy  Republic  in  1968  more 
than  doubled  from  1967  to  a record  27.  h million  pounds,  while  exports  by 
Tanzania  dropped  sharply  to  25.8  million  from  39*0  million  in  19&7* 

Clove  trade  in  1969  fell,  reflecting  smaller  crops  in  both  Tanzania  and  the 
Malagasy  Republic  and  sharply  higher  prices.  New  York  spot  prices  have 
rocketed  from  38  cents  per  pound  as  of  March  1968  to  $1.77  per  pound  a year 
later  and  were  being  quoted  at  $2.20  per  pound  by  early  March  1970.  Respond- 
ing to  the  tight  supply  situation  and  high  prices,  U.S.  clove  imports  in  19&9 
fell  to  0.97  million  pounds  from  3*9  million  during  the  previous  year. 
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Cassia  and  cinnamon — Cassia  and  cinnamon  prices  are  also  at  very  high  levels, 
reflecting  declining  production  in  South  Vietnam  and  Indonesia.  In  Indonesia, 
where  most  of  the  world’s  cassia  crop  is  produced,  the  easily  accessible 
producing  areas  have  become  exhausted,  and  it  is  becoming  more  difficult  and 
less  profitable  to  collect  the  bark  in  the  remote  areas,  even  at  today's 
high  prices. 

Vietnam  production  has  also  declined.  Only  6,600  pounds  were  shipped  during 
the  first  7 months  of  1969  and  exports  in  1968  totaled  a mere  48, 500  pounds 
compared  with  the  1960-64  average  level  of  1.3  million  pounds.  The  unit 
value  of  cassia  imports  (all  sources)  into  the  United  States  soared  from  a 
60.4  cents  per  pound  average  in  1968  to  97 • 7 cents  per  pound  in  1969* 

Exports  of  cinnamon,  however,  from  Ceylon  and  the  Seychelles — the  world's 
largest  suppliers — have  increased  in  recent  years  and  have  offered  consumers 
some  relief  from  the  tight  cassia  supply  situation. 

Ginger — Ginger  prices  have  risen  sharply,  reflecting  declining  exports  by 
India  and  Jamaica.  New  York  spot  Cochin  (Indian)  ginger  was  being  quoted  at 
85  cents  per  pound  as  of  early  March  1970,  up  from  53  cents  and  25  cents  per 
pound  in  March  of  1969  and  1968,  respectively.  Exports  from  India  in  1968 
fell  to  4.9  million  pounds  compared  with  9*6  million  a year  earlier  and  were 
considerably  below  the  1960-64  average  level  of  12.1  million  pounds.  The 
1968  drought  cut  Jamaica's  exports  to  only  1 million  pounds,  down  from  1.6 
million  in  1967*  The  Nigerian  civil  war  also  added  to  the  uncertainty  of  the 
supply  situation.
